A FEW FACTS ABOUT ... 

Tjke J4oly Qkoit fraternal c4id Society 


With the completion of its new 
club building, the Holy Ghost Frater- 
nal Aid Society adds a notable 
achievement to the work in which it 
has been engaged sińce its inception 
47 years ago. Its origin was in 1902, 
when in the smali but energetic Polish 
community, which then centered its 
activities in the Holy Ghost Parish, 
Winnipeg, the need was felt to create 
and foster amongst its members, a 
spirit of closer unanimity of action 
and thought for the protection of their 
mutual interests and social advance- 
ment in the land of their choice — 
Canada. 

Accordingly, and through the ini- 
tiative of Rev. J. W. Kulawy, O.M.I., 
a meeting of parishioners was called 
May 18th, 1902. and plans were 

. formed for the founding of an organ- 
ization. It was decided that the ideał 
could only be realized through the 
medium of a fraternal institution. At 
this meeting 23 men enrolled as mem¬ 
bers, with Rev. Father Kulawy being 
elected as the Society’s first President. 
■ę- The Society’s complete institution 
occured December 5th, 1906, when it 
was incorporated under the provisions 
of “The Charitable Association Act’’ 
of the Province of Manitoba. 

In the following years we find the 
growth of the Society retarded, due to 
the devastating and far reaching eco- 
nomic and social conditions of the 
pre-war period followed by the Great 
War itself. However, through these 
trying years the Society’s natural 
strength remained unabated, its vigor 
unimpaired and we find it ready to 
resume its activities with renewed 
energy. 

Finding, through experience, that 
no organization is sufficiently capable 
of handling all its social and' chąrit- 
able undertakings without the aid of 
ladies, the Society extended its mem- 
bership, in 1921, to embrace the ladies 
of the Parish. 

in the forty-seven years of its 
existence the Society has exercised a 
mighty force of good in easing the 
burden of those, who through mis- 
fortune, sickness or loss of their loved 


ones, have found themselves in need 
of a helping hand. This duty is con- 
sidered one of the most sacred trusts 
of the Society. In the past 30 years the 
sum of $35,000.00 has been paid out 
in sickness, funeral and death bene- 
fits. Further donations 'for charitable 
and patriotic appeals amount to the 
sum of S10,000.00. 

The Society enjoys the distinction 
of being the first Polish fraternal 
organization in Western Canada and 
it takes special pride in the knowledge 
that it has served as a model for other 
similar organizations. 

With the end of World War II, and 
prompted by the influx of veterans 
of the Polish Army, as well as large 
numbers of Displaced Persons from 
Europę, the Society realized the need 
of providing adequate quarters where 
these newcomers could be given the 
opportunity of ącquainting themselves 
with their new surroundings and to 
assist them in, beco.ming Canadian 
citizens. 

To this end; at the Annual General 
meeting, held December 12th, 1947, 
the members decided to undertake the 
construction of suitable quarters. A 
choice plot of land, on Main Street, 
facing historie St. John’s Park, was 
purchased shortly after from the city 
of Winnipeg, and construction was 
started August 20, 1948. 

The club building. now completed, 
represents hałf of the complete Pro¬ 
ject and contains the administrative 
office, library and reading room, and 
club room on the first floor, with a 
spacious banquet hall in the base- 
ment with adjoining kitchen. It is 
hoped that within a year, work may 
be resumed and the whole project 
completed, by the addition of an 
auditorium and bowling alleys. The 
size of the present structure is forty 
by one hundred and twenty feet, while 
the completed structure will have a 
frontage of eighty feet. 

The Executive Committee tenders 
jts thanks to all members and persons 
who have, directly or indirectly, con- 
tributed to the construction of our 
new club building.
